Forney s Reminiscences. 


A little incident connected with my 


own career will serve to show one of 
the dreadful practices of slavery at the 
national capital, even as Kte as the 
winter of 1860 
I was elected clerk of 


the House of Representatives of the 
United States by the Republicans and 
anti-Lecompton Democrats, by a single 
vote, on the 3d cf February, I860.— 
The next morning at breakfast the 
accomplished lady in whose house 1 was 
gu'bt exhibited mnch feeling, for she 
was an enthusiastic Southern woman, 
at what she called my desertion of the 
Democratic party, although I had 
been cosoperatmg with the Republicans 
for several years. "As you are now SD 
abolitionist " she remarked, "you have 
a chance t<> prove your sincerity 
The 


wife ot our man Sam 
(the colored 


waiter who stood behind me), belong- 
ing to Mr. 
, of Georgetown, will 


be sent down to Georgia to morrow, 
unless S830 can be raised to take her 
from her present master and keep her 
here. 
Now, sir prove your new doc- 


trines by getting the money and giving 
her to her husband." 
I saw she was 


very much excited, and, turning to my 
old friend Sam, I se,w that he was 
drowned in tears. 
I rose at once from 


the taole, walked into the library and 
wrote 
a subscription paper, stating 


"that we the undersigned, would give 
the sums set opposite our games for the 
purpose of buying the wife of Sam and 
keeping her with his family in the Du- 
trict of Columbia." This was carried 
to some of my friends, and it gives me 
pleasure to state that, among those who
